GARDEN, FARM, BEES, ETC. 


WALLFLOWERS. 
Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Irish Times, the Garden Correspondent 
says ae 
Probably, Wallflowers are more generally 


grown by amateurs than any other flower, 
and no wonder. as they are easily 
grown, and in point oí fragrance rival 
beth the Violet and the Rose. Many 
amateurs, however, treat W all flowers 
wrongly, and, as the time tor sow ing the 
seed is approaching, a few remarks op 
their culture will, perhaps, be acceptable 


to our readers. The seed shouid be 
sown from the middle of May to the 
end of June in fairly vich soil in an 


open position, first treading the ground 
well and levelling the surface with a 
fine-toothed rake. Draw shallow drills 
a foot apart, an1 sow the seed thinly, 
first treading the surface and raking it 
level. Keep tha seed bed moist, and 
when the young plants are large enough 
to handle prick them out in good ground, 


keeping them about three inches -apart. 
Here they will maxe nice stocky plants 
in a few weeks, when they may be 


planted in rows a foot apart and about 
eigir, inches between the plants. The 


ground in which they. are planted in 
need not be rich, as if planted in rich 
8 soil they make soft growth which is 


liable to get crippled by frost during 
winter f left in the seed bed until 
planted in their fimal position the soil 
falls away from the roots, and the plants 
are never the sam: as when properly 
transplanted.

FEATHER:-EATING. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly 
Trish Jumes, the Poultry Correspdéndent 
says :— 
it is serious when this habit develops among 

fowl, as it is not unusual for a whole 
flock to become contaminated if -the 
habit is not promptly checked. It 
usually occurs when the weather becomes 
warm, and the birds becoming lazy, 
crowd together. Then, perhaps, one or 
two see some Insects emong the teatiners 
of the others and start trying to pick 
them out, and in doing so pull out some 
feathers. On the ends of the feathers 1s 
an cil substance, and when the hens 
taste this they apparently lke it, and 
eat it. When they are in really good 
condition and well fed, they do not as a 
rule eat the feathers when they pluck 
them out, but if their food lacks meat 
it often results in them devouring the 
feathers. To cure this habit the diet

LEGACY TO THURLES 


of Jeremiah Dempsey, a draper, of 
Liberty . square, Thygles, in the case of 
Andrew Callanan, a retired merchant, of 
Thurles, and surviving executor of the late 
Thomas Bannon, a farmer, of Brittas road, 
Thurles, against Thomas Ryan, of 73 West 
82nd Street, New York. . 

Jeremiah Dempsey, it was stated, had been 
left, £300 under the will of the late Thomas 
Bannon, and, on his marriage, £225 was ad- 
vanced by Mr. Bannon towards the purchase 
of a house for Mr. Dempsey and his wife. In 
an administration suit of Andrew Callanan 
against Thomas Ryan, to which Jererhiah 
Dempsey was not a party, a question was 
raised on behalf of Thomas Ryan whether the 
payment of the £225 by Mr. Bannon adeemed 
the legacy, and Circuit Court Judge Sealy 
held that the legacy was adeemed pro tanto 
by .the payment of the £225. From this 
decision Jeremiah Dempsey appealed to the 
High Court, and the decision of the Circuit 
Court Judge was affirmed. From that order 
of the High Court, Jeremiah Dempsey ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court 

The Chief Justice, In the course of his 
judgment said that the case for the respon- 
dent, Thomas Ryan, depended on the estab- 
lishment as a basis for his contention, in the 
first place, that the testator stood in loco 
parentis to: Jeremiah hg ge after which, 
if he succeeded so far, a very interesting 

uestion on the “wifheol of ademption and 
the principle of double portions would arise; 
but he had found it impossible to draw the 
inference that the testator was at any time 
in loco parentis to the appellant. 

Having recited the facts as given in the 
evidence, the Chief Justice said that he had 
very carefully considered the evidence and the 
facts, and was unable to arrive at the con. 
clusion that the relationship of parent and 
child had been established, and the basis for 
a case of ademption, therefore, fell. He 
wished to make it clear that he had not 
arrived at any final opinion on some of the 


- questions which had been so ably argued, and 


which it was not necessary to decide. He 
wished to keep them open for further con- 
sideration. He was of opinion that the ap- 
peal should be allowed with costs; that the 
order of the Circuit Court should be dis- 
charged; and that a declaration should be 
made that the legacy of £300 was not 
adeemed by the gift of £225. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon and Mr. 
Murnaghan agreed. | 

The appeal, accordingly, was allowed, with 
costs of the High Court and of the Circuit 
Court and of the appeal to the Supreme 
Court; the order of the Circuit Court was set 
aside; and a declaration was made that the 
legacy of £300 was not adeemed by the gift 
of £225

PASSENGER. 


VERDICT FOR CLAIMANT 
SET ASIDE. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) ' 


Reserved judgment was delivered in favour 
of the appellant in an action of Philip Ryan, 
of 134 McDowell avenue, Mount Brown, Kil. 
mainham, Dublin, against Elizabeth Clarkin, 
trading as the Carmel "Bus Company, of 2 
Herbert avenue, Merrion, Dublin. The plain- 
tiff had claimed damages for personal in- 
juries suffered when, he stated, a ‘bus the 
property of the defendant, 
a fare-paying passenger, crashed into a wal! 
at Charlemont road, Dublin, on the 7th Sep- 
tember, 1932. At the tral of the action the 
jury found that the driver of the "bus was 
not negligent, but that the ‘bus was not 
reasonably safe for the purpose for which 1 
was used, and assessed damages at £450 
Judgment was entered for the plaintiff for 
this sum, and from this judgment the de 
fendant appealed, and asked that the finding 
of the jury, other than that the driver of 
the "bus was not negligent, should be set 
aside, and that judgment should be entered 
for her. with costs, or that, in the alterna- 
tive, a new trial should be ordered. 

It was argued on behalf of the appellant 
that the accident was due to a latent defect 
in the stub axle, of the ‘bus, and that the 
defect could not have been discovered by the 
exercise of reasonable care on the part of 
the appellant.. 

For the respondent it was submitted that, 
if the defective part had been tested, the 
defect could have been discovered, and that 
the appellant had not proved that reasonable 
tests had been made in the factory before the 
part was sent out. : 

The Chief Justice said that it was clear 
on the evidence, bevond which the Court 
could not go, that the breaking of the stub 
axle of the ‘bus was caused by a defect. which 
was not discoverable by any ordinary inspec- 
tion or special examination or test before the 
actual break took place. 
opinion, liability on the 
fendant had not been established by the evi- 
dence, and the verdict could not be sustained. 
The appeal must be allowed, with costs; the 
finding of the jury set aside, and judgment 
entered for the defendant in the action. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon and Mr, Justice 
Murnaghan agreed. 

The appeal accordingly was allowed; the 
findings of the jury were set aside; and judg- 
ment was entered for the appellant, with 
costs of the action and of the aval.

Adam Lindsay Gordon : Confucius’s Skull : Polo and Persia.

Mr. Geordy Hadden, of Springfield, 
Wexford, writes:—‘‘ Your China - corre- 
spondent’s story of the two skulls of Con- 
fucius might have called forth some inte- 
resting comments from the Australian 
professor who justified his use of the 
plural form ‘ Platypuses’ in preference 
to “ Platypi,’ on the ground that to use 
the latter form were to argue an ignorance 
of three languages. Because the Confu- 
cian cult in China has neither priesthood 
nor monasteries, while the Buddhist and 
Taoist cults have no interest in Confucius. 
One thinks irresistibly of the gushing lady 
accompanying the bishop in a moonlight 
stroll on the Cornish coast. ‘ Isn't it like 
Switzerland? she gushed. ‘ Exactly,’ 
agreed the bishop, ‘ except, indeed, that 
here we have no mountains, and in 
Switzerland they have no sea.’ 

“TI am told that there is rather more 
historic basis for the story, as it is told 
of Mary Queen of Scots. 

“Who wants a really interesting head 
story may find it ready made in the 
museum at University College, London, 
where, in a glass cabinet, sits Jeremy 
Bentham in his old chair, fully clothed as 
in the days when he was founding the 
University, with hat and stick complete— 
but his head stands rather chastly on the 
ground between his feet. Tradition says 
that he left his estate to the University, 
with a request that his body—which he 
willed to the museum—be present at each 
successive annual dinner of the Univer- 
sity. And it was so. Even to-day his 
place is still laid, and his chair is set. 
Perhaps also his spirit is present. But 
his body now remains undisturbed in its 
glass cabinet in the museum. 


Lenin’s Gomb. 


“ Even more remarkable is the presence 
of Lenin in Moscow. We heard much of 
his embalment in the earlier days; but, 
despite it all, I expected to see little more 
in his mausoleum than some modification 
of our own St. Michan’s mummies, or of 
the old Egyptians in the museums of the 
world. What I was not prepared for was 
to see him lying as if asleep on his couch 
of red silk. and as life-like, in his khaki 
uniform, with one hand lying across his 
body. Instinctively one treads softly lest 
he should awake. 

“In China, if we may return whence we 
began, ‘holy men’ are not very un- 
common in mountain monasteries—thouzh, 
on. account of their holiness, they are 
seldom easy to get access to. They seem 
to be ‘natural’ or desiccated mummies 
of very old men, usually Abbots of saintly 
memory, and probably emaciated by an 
ascetic life. I have been told by those 
who have assisted in their preparation 
that their last moments are assisted by 
charcoal fumes. Sometimes they are gilt. 
And so they sit in permanent silence in 
the attitude of meditation, lending a wide 
aura of special sanctity to their temples.”’

This huge square is at least 400 
yards x 300 yards. On all sides are built 
marvellous buildings—the Masjid e Shah, 
or King’s Mosque—the Ali Lapur or Sub- 
lime Porte, reared six storeys high in sun- 
dried bricks and azure tiles, where sat 
the Queen and her ladies, while far below 
were playing the King and his courtiers. 
When Lady Louis Mountbatten and the 
Marchioness of Milford Haven were on 
their recent trip to the East they stopped 
at Isfahan to make the acquaintance of 
the last of th» old line of Persian 
miniature painters. He painted for them 
on ivory a beautiful picture of the Maidan 
e Shah, including Shah Abbas and his 
Court playing polo. His work had pre- 
viously so excited the admiration of Queen 
Mary that she had ordered through the 
Consul in Isfahan an example of his work. 
I was privileged to see it before it was 
packed for England, and it was the most 
minutely delicate piece of miniature paint- 
ing I have ever seen. 

To-day, under the energetic Rez4 Shai 
Pahlavi, the ancient polo ground is being 
turned into a public park, with a pool, 
fountains, is sg blazing with colour, 
and walks of shady chenár or plane trees. 
Shah Abbas must rejoice to see a man of 
his own calibre in Persia to-day. 


Che Laureate of Australia. 


A royal tribute was paid to an Australian 
poet a few days ago when the Duke of 
York unveiled a memorial +o Adam 
Lindsay Gordon in the Poet's Corner of 
Westminster Abbey. As an Australian 
poet, Gordon holds first rank, and is a 
household word in almost every home in 
the Commonwealth. Indeed, his reputa- 
tion in this respect in the Antipodes 1s 
said to exceed even that of Shakespeare. 
Gordon was not born in Australia, but at 
Fayal, in the Azores, being the son of a 
retired Indian officer, who was afterwards 
Professor of Hindustani at Cheltenham 
College, where his youthful son was 
educated. Adam Lindsay Gordon after- 
wards spent some terms at Menton 
College, Oxford, but his university career 
was cut short, and he was sent by his 
father, in 1853, to South Australia, where 
he joined the mounted police. Later, 
tiring of this life, he turned horse-breaker, 
and became noted as a fearless and 
successful steeplechase rider. For a time 
he served as member for the district of 
Victoria in the Colonial House of 
Assembly, but his speeches were too much 
garnished with classical quotations to suit 
the tastes of Australian legislators. His 
first volume of poems was published in 
1867, and another volume, ‘“ Bush 
Ballads and Galloping Rhymes,’ appeared 
in 1870. Failing to make good his claim 
to an estate in Scotland, to which he 
believed himselí entitled, he perished by 
his own hand on June 24, 1870. 


His Chequered Career. 


As the Archbishop of Canterbury re- 
marked in his address at the unveiling of 
Gordon’s bust, it is strange that the 
Australian poet should find a memorial 
in the Poets’ Corner in Westminster 
Abbey between the monuments of the 
sedate Tennyson and Thomas Campbell, 
and, stranger still, that the dedication 
ceremony should be performed by an Arch- 
bishop in commemoration of ane who, in 
his chequered career, had been a police- 
man, horse-breaker, squatter, member of 
a Colonial Parliament, and livery stable- 
keeper before he brought to an abrupt 
close his brief life of less than thirty- 
seven years. But the Archbishop admitted 
that in the poems of Gordon he had found 
pleasure and exhilaration. It has been 
objected that much of Gordon’s poetry 
might have been written in England; but

Persia, and until quite recently was one | 


many of his poems contain a local-colour- 
ing, descriptive of the country in which 
they were composed, and this is true 
especially of the “ Bash Ballads.” It is 
in this type of poetry that he chiefly 
excels, and it is on such that his fame 
and popularity rest.

I have witnessed performances of 
plays in the Fe“ cities of many 
countries, but for the perfection of 
simplicity and naturalness there has never 
been anything to equal what passed before 
my eyes to-day, except for certain unforget- 
table nights in the Abbey Theatre. More 
astonishing still was the constant level of 
excellence throughout the whole eight hours 
which Oberammergau’s Passion Play occupies 


THE CHIEF ACTORS. 

Alois Lang again plays the part of the. 
Christus with an intensity of devotion. It is 
a réle that makes tremendous demands even 
on the bodily strength of the actor, and, as 
Lang himself has remarked : “' Everyone who 
fills this rdle sacrifices a part of his life to 
play it.’’ Anni Rutz once more plays the 
réle of the Virgin Mary, but has changed her 
conception of it since her last performance in 
1930. She then sought to give expression to 
a through the words—this year she is 

epending more upon the tone of her voice. 
There is a new Judas, Hans Zwink. He gives 
promise of attaining the same greatness as his 
father, the famous Judas of the Passion Plays 
of 1890, 1900 and 1910. The part of John, the 
beloved apostle, is also played for the first 
time by Willi Bierling. whose hair falls in 
long, blond curls over his shoulders, making 
him an easily recognised figure outside the 
theatre. Hansi Preisinger, the Magdalene of 
1930, has since married, and as no married 
i woman may take part in the Passion Play 
she is succeeded by Klara Mayr, the soprano 
soloist of the last plays in which her sha 
was the Judas. When this year’s performances 
are ended Klara Mayr will marry a son of 
Anton Lang, the Christus of 1922, and will 
accompany him to America, where he is a 
teacher. Some of the massed scenes were very 
moving, with as many as 500 players on the 
stage at the same time; about 1,000 persons in 
all, or more than a third of Oberammergau’s 
inhabitants, participate in the play. Who 
can ever forget the fluttering of the white 
pigeons, released after the Christus chases the 
money-lenders from the Temple ? 


A VOW FULFILLED. 

The play is staged in the vast new theatre, 
used for the first time four years ago. It 
seats 5,200 persons, the auditorium being 
‘covered, but the stage itself open to the skies, 
with the Bavarian hills visible behind it. 
The origin of the play dates back to 1633, 
when plague swept the village, and many 
died The villagers vowed to present every 
ten years a play dealing with the Passion cf 
Christ; and, it is recorded, the pest ceased 
its ravages. It was first performed in 1‘, 
and thereafter regularly. The special p-1- 
formances this year are to commemorate the 
tercentenary. 

All prices in Oberammergau have been 
sweepingly reduced this year, and are about 
50 per cent. lawer than they were ever before. 
Admission to the performances costs from 3 
to 12 marks, and board and lodging average 
from 6 to 7 marks daily. With its 2,600 
inhabitants, Oberammergau has 5,100 beds, 
so that there is no danger of not finding 
accommodation. The German Railway Com- 
pany grants individual travellers from 
abroad a reduction of round 331-3 per cent. 
on their fares in Germany, and yet higher 
rebates are granted for parties. The first 
public performance of the Palen Play takes 
place on Whit Monday, and it will be re- 
peated frequently throughout the summer 
months,

BISHOP OF KILLALOE’S

The annual meeting of the Society for the 
Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts 
(Irish Auxiliary) was held in the Molesworth 
Hall, Dublin, last night. ‘The Bishop of 
Killaloe presided, and the attendance included 
the Archbishop of Dublin, the Bishop of 
Meath, the Sales of Ossory, and the Bishop 
of Clogher, 

The Chairman said that they had a great 
deal to be thankful for in the work which 
the Society had done and was doing. Some 
time ago an appeal was made for an increase 
of ten per cent. in subscriptions in order to 
avoid retrenchments. Some people thought it 
was impossible, but the impossible had been 
achieved. ‘True, part of it was due to a 
legacy; but subscriptions, even in these 
difficult financial times, had been increased. 
He hoped that they would go ahead with 
new efforts to support the 8.P.G., which was 
doing marvellous work. 

Bishop Fyffe, late of Ramgoon, Burma, said 
that the Irish people had a tradition for 
missionary work. The world to-day was 
demanding education. Five years ago the 
Rangoon Unis ersity was established, but they 
were not able to accommodate all the 
students seeking admission. They wanted 
doctors and teachers—people with the very best 
brains, ‘To-day they were up against a direct 
attack on all religion, when 06,0 were 
drifting into materialism. One hundred and 
sixty millions of Russian yt were pledged 
by their leaders to an anti-God campaign. 
Was the spirit of God going to prevail 
in the world, or was the other teaching going 
to prevail? Ten thousand priests had been 
murdered because of political theory. ‘‘ What 
does the individual matter? Shoot him if he 
does not agree with you.” That was the 
anti-God campaign. 

He paid a tribute to the missioners who 
witnessed for Christ. There were six millions 
of Christians in India at present, and the 
numbers were rapidly mountin w-

The Chairman said that during the past 
year progress was made in a number of 
matters which had occupied the attention of 
the organisation for many years, and while 
this represented the more sympathetic attitude 
of the present administration towards the 
justice of their claims, there were yet many 
ie problems which affect the official lives of 
their members, notably the need for a decent 
standard of wages and a fair and honourable 
settlement of the cost of living bonus issue, 

The present Government took up office com- 
mitted to the principle of arbitration for the 
settlement of the gmevances of the Civil 
Service, but during the two years it had been 
in office nothing practical had been done to- 
wards setting up an acceptable arbitration 
tribunal. 

“The question of wages in the Post Office,” 
said the speaker, “is a scandal which one 
cannot help feeling is a disgrace to the 
country. It is incredible that the Govern- 
ment should continue to budget for a surplus 
in Post Office revenue, or even to make ends 
meet, in a country so sparsely populated as 
this, when it can only be accomplished by 
the payment of :tarvation wages and sweated 
labour. We shall strive by peaceful means 
to secure a recognition of our just demands, 
but if reason and justice fails, we shall have 
to resort to our other and more vigorous 
methods,”’

CONSTITUTION BILL. 


THE RIGHTS OF CITIZENS. 


On the report stage of the Constitution 
(Amendment No. 24) Bill, 

Mr. COSTELLO (U.1., Dublin County) 
moved a resolution to secvre that no amend- 
ment passed by the Oireachtas in respect of 


articles 6, 7, 8, 9, 18, 19, 24, 28, 43, 46, 49, 


50, 61, 62, 63, 64, 65, 66, 68, 69, 70 shall 
become law until after a general election 
shall have been held, and a resolution 


approving of such amendment shall have been 
passed by Dail Eireann on the recommenda- 


tion of the Executive Council first elected 
aiter such general election. 

As things stood at present, said Mr. 
Costello, under Article 50, once the Senate 


was abolished the Constitution could be 
amended by an ordinary Act passed by the 
Dail until the sixteen years’ period from the 
foundation of the State had elapsed. The 
amendment was designed to secure that the 
Articles of the Constitution, which enshrined 
the fundamental rights of the citizens, such 
as the rights of free speech, Aabeas corpus, 
the inviolability of the dwelling, and such 
other matters, as the independence of the 
judiciary, could not be abolished or limited 
without first consulting the people in a 
general election. The arguments in favour of 
the amendment were unanswerable. 


THE UNIVERSITIES.

Government, in proposing to take away that 
right instead of trying to justify their action, 
invited the Opposition to show why it should 
not be abolished. If that was the Govern- 
ment’s mentality on the question of constitu- 
tional rights, it might happen that at some 
later date they would be invited to show why the 
liberty of the subject or the right of free 
speech should not be taken away.

eNecutive or a majority party. That limita- 
tion was needed if the system of government 
was to be a constitutional one. 

It was quite obvious. proceeded Professor 
O'Sullivan, that if the Government opposed 
the amendment there was no such thing as 
bed-rock for the President or for the Govern- 
ment on constitutional matters. This country 
was not to be allowed to come -to rest; that 
was the policy of the Government, and natu- 
rally every Act since they came into power 
was revolutionary. 

Commenting on the silence of the Presi- 
dent. in the matter, Professor O'Sullivan said 
he hoped he would break the Trappist vow 
he had put upon himself, and tell the House 
what his intentions were. 


REASON FOR THE AMENDMENT. 
Dr. OHIGGINS (U.1., Leix-Offaly) said 


he was not disappointed with the President's 
silence, but disgusted, Any time the 
President was doing a disgraceful act In that 
House he ‘“‘sang dumb ” and waited for his 
voting machine to act. The President could 
crin—it was not the first time he had grinned 
iú that House. He was destroying everything 
that stood for democracy. No one on the 
Gove rnment benches had made a-case against 
the amendment. 

They had the President Lia there. 
secure in his majority in the House—a 
majority secured by the most brazen and 
dishonest promises ever made to.an electorate. 
The President knocked down one after 
another every kind of protection the people 
had against his tyranny. The reason for the 
amendment was that the President, by his 
legislation, was out to destroy and remove 
one of the safeguards the people had—before 
the President's time. During all his time 
in public life the President had ob jected to 
opposition and had bleated about democracy. 

The President said *‘ No” by his silence. 
He had not the courage or the manliness to 
stand up as the real tyrant, the real enemy 
of democracy. and give in words why he 
objected to the amendment to refer power 
back to the peonle. 

Concluding, Dr. O'Higgins said: The 
last fifteen months have onened the eyes of 
the people to the type of man who is in 
charge of this State. Is this country going 
to he ruled by one man or by a Parliament? 

Mr. DONNELLY (F.F., Leix-Offaly) said 
he had not the slightest desire to take part 
in the debate, and would not have done so 
but for the tone of Dr. O’Higgins’s speech, 
which was a bitter personal attack on the 
President.

MH. DE VALERA'S REPLY. 


When Deputy Donnelly resumed his seat 
neither the President nor the Attorney- 
General rose to speak, and the Deputy 
6 was about to put the question when 

Costello pointed out that, as mover of 
the amendment, he had the right to reply if 
no Minister spoke, 

President DE VALERA then rose and said 
that there was no need to make a speech on 
the amendment, because everything that had 
been said had been repeated already a dozen 
times. He had asked Deputy Professor 
O'Sullivan on a previous occasion to give 
evidence of the disasters that féllowed 
unicameral systems of Government, but, 
though a professor of history, the deputy had 
not given them that information, The 
Government were not accepting the amend- 
ment. The method of general election for the 
settlement of particular questions was not 
satisfactory, ag several issues were introduced 
then. If there had to be a check in this 
way it ought to be by referendum. He went 
on to say that there were in the Constitution 
two types of articles—those which might be 
in the Constitution of any democratic State 
und those which everybody knew were 
inserted in the Constitution here because of 
the threat of war and outside nressure. 

There, he said, was one ground on which 
they could get agreement between both sides 
of the House. He proposed to have very 
carefully examined the fundamental articles 
dealing with the democratic foundations of 
the State. He did not mind whether these 
were fixed so that they could not be changed 
by ordinary legislation without some such 
provision as a referendum to the people, but 
he did not want that thing to be done in this 
way by amendment to a bill. If it were 
agreed they could go through the Consti- 
tution, pick out the articles that were not in 
immediate relation to the Treaty, and out of 
their experience modify the articles. 

It had been suggested that because they 
did not accept this amendment they were 
going straight-way to abolish these articles 
or interfere with them. That was not the 
intention at all. What was being done was 
that the Senate, as a second chamber, was 
being abolished, and that instead of the two 
Houses in the Oireachtas there would be 
one. á 


FUNDAMENTAL RIGHTS 
ENDANGERED. 

Mr. COSGRAVE (U.I., Cork) said that 
they should examine the situation from the 
historical standpoint. Twelve years ago a 
Constituent Assembly considered a Constitu- 
tion which was presented to it by a Pvro- 
visional Government, which had been advised 
by a responsible committee of citizens with 
one foreign representative--an American. 
They considered the Constitution, and pre- 
sented their report to the Provisional Govern- 
ment, and the late President Griffith and 
Mr. O Higgins went to London, where certain 
representations were made in respect of par- 
ticular articles. The articles in question were 
disclosed to the Dail, and the Constitution 
was considered in a non-party spirit. In se 
far as the ordinary citizens were concerned. 
there was the safeguard of a representative 


body in the first instance, the safeguavd 
of a Senate, half of which was elected by 
the Dail and half-nominated, and then a 


Governor-General. Neither the President 
nor any of his party could have improved 
on the safeguards put in the Constitution 
to protect the rights and liberties of the 
people. 

Proceeding, Mr. Cosgrave said that th® 
Senate might be gone in twelve months, and 
there wanda be nothing to prevent the life 
of the Dail being extended to twelve er 
twenty years or for a lifetime, if it pleased. 
There was only one other check, and that 
was by the Governor-General exercising his 
discretion and refusing to sign. But the 
Governor-General was now ineffective. The 
people of the country would be in the 
agers” that their fundamental rights would 
ve at the will and pleasure of this Chamber 
and of a majority of one in this Chamber. It 
was not good business. What that amend- 
ment sought to do was to ensure that these 
articles which affected the rights, the liberty, 
the, freedom of expression of public opinion 
and various other things of that sort would 
be left in the power ot a majority of one to 
take away one or all of those rights. 


ATTORNEY-GENERAL ’S VIEWS. 

The ATTORNEY-GENERAL (Mr. Conor 
Maguire) said that the whole discussion of 
this amerdment had been rather amusing, 
and was simply politics. He did not think 
this defence of the Senate was of any real 
value to the Opposition. He did not think 
Mr. Cosgrave would go to the country on the 
question of whether or not the Senate should 
be abolished. All through the discussion on 
the bill the Opposition has sought to present 
the Senate as the safeguard of the sovereign 
rights of the citizens, and to show that the 


Govefnment was removing it to tamper with 
the fundamental rights of the citizens. Such 


a thing was absurd, and he did not think 
it was ‘really believed by the Opposition, and 
was put forward for another object, made 
clear in Deputy O’Higgins’s speech, and that 
was to create an atmosphere of suspicion that 
the Government was out for despotism, 

He had yet to hear of any incident where 
the Senate had protected the fundamental 
rights of the people.

THE AUDITOR-GENERAL, 


President DE VALERA moved an amend- 
ment to Article 63, seeking that the Comp- 
troller and Auditor-General shall not be 
removed from office except by a resolution of 
four-sevenths of the full membership of the 
Dail, and that Article 63 cannot be further 
amended, except such amendment has been 
passed by a majority of four-sevenths. 

President De Valera, in support of his 
amendment, said that during the discussion 
on the Committee stage of the bill fears 
were expressed by the Opposition that with 
the removal of the Senate there was a danger 
that the position of the Comptroller and 

Auditor-General might be weakened, He 
(the President) did not think that those 
fears were well-grounded. He believed that 
the representatives of the people realised 
sufficiently well that it was in their interest 
also that an independent officer should 
examine the accounts and see that appropria- 
tions made by that House were ‘spent in 
accordance with the wishes of the House. 
The Government had gone a sufficient dis- 
tance to remove any fears that might exist 
about the independence of the Comptroller 
and Auditor-General. With proportional 
representation, a majority of four-sevenths 
was never likely to be achieved by a single 
party, and the fears given expression to, that 
a single party might in some party interests 
wish to get rid of the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General could not possibly occur. <A 
majorit of four-sevenths was an almost 
impossible majority under proportional repre- 
sentation. 


FOUR-SEVENTHS MAJORITY. 


The first part of the ameadment would 
secure that a motion to remove the Comp- 
troller and Auditor-General would not take 
effect unless it secured the support of four- 
sevenths of the full membership of Dail 
Eireann. On the present membership of the 
House, 88 members would have to vote for 
such a resolution. The second part of the 
amendment sought to meet the views put 
forward by Deputy McGilligan, who said 
that, notwithstanding anything the Govern- 
ment might do, it was of very little use, in- 
asmuch as that a motion could be brought in

Mr. J. COSTELLO (U.I., Dublin Co.) said 
in this matter they were fighting about the 
one and the six-sevenths part of a deputy. 
The President on the last occasion mentioned 
85, but the present proposal was for 86 and 
the six-sevenths, so that in order to remove 
the Comptroller and Auditor-General the 
House would have to have 86 votes and the 
six-sevenths of a deputy’s vote. He agreed 
with the President that it would be im- 
possible to get a majority of four-sevenths of 
the Dail, but not for the President’s reason— 
rather because it would be impossible to get 
six-sevenths of a deputy to vote. 

Mr. MAGUIRE, Attorney-General, said 
that he did not agree that the Courts would 
place the interpretation that Deputy McGilli- 
gan had put on it.

REMOVAL. 


Mr. DE VALERA moved a further amend- 
ment, providing that judges could not be re- 
moved except by a majority of four-sevenths 
of the Dail, exclusive of the Chairman, and 
said that he difiered fundamentally with the 
members of the Opposition as regards the real 
checking power o“ the Senate. The Senate 
had proved several times that it could not be 
relied upon to be a check in the case where 
the political majority in the Senate was the 
same as the political majority in the Dail. 
They had to ask themselves was it or was it 
not right that there should be power to 
change the Constitution~continuing power to 
change the Constitution. He thought that 
to have a cast-iron Constitution that could not 
be changed would be heading straight to re- 
volution. What they wanted to have was 
reasonable security that changes would not 
be made without proper consideration, and 
that could not be arbitrarily made, and that 
proposals would have fair discussion, Funda- 
mentally, he thought that that was provided 
for in a Chamber like that, which was con- 
stituted of representatives of the people, par- 
ticularly when they were chosen by pro- 
portional revresentation, and he did not think 
that there was any use—in fact, he thought 
that it would be a danger—to try to check 
the representatives of the people from being 
able, when there was need for it, to carrv 
out what they were satisfied was the will of 
the people. 


MATTER OF SECURITY. 

The amendment, he added, was as absolute 
as any other amendment in the Constitution. 
Whether it gave greater security or not 
depended on whether they were going to 
assume that the representatives of the people 
in the National Assembly like that were going 
to act in a reasonable manner or not. He 
thought that there was no use in attempting 
to legislate if they were going to start off 
with the idea that the Assembly was going 
to be capricious, and that its members were 
not going to have a sense of responsibility, 
or that thev were going to run amok, 


Mr. McGILLIGAN said that, on the 
assumption that the representatives of the 
people would never act capriciously, they 


should never make any of these checks at all. 
If they were to take the President's argument 
in the abstract, and say that the people’s 
representatives would always act properly— 
on that basis there was no reason for insult- 
ing the people’s representatives by saying 
that the required even one more than the 
bare majority cf the House to make a change. 
The amendment was agreed to. 


FINAL STAGE, 


On the motion that the bill be received for 
final consideration, 

Mr. COSTELLO said that the bill should 
not pass for various reasons, and in the bill 
as it stood at the moment there were no safe- 
guards of the fundamental rights of the 
citizens which were supposed to be guaran- 
teed by the articles of the Constitution. For 
the first time they had an admission from the 
President that there were certain fundamenta! 
articles that should not be susceptible of 
change after a few hours in the House by a 
bare majority. If there was any sincerity in 
the declaration of the President that such 
fundamental rights as the liberty of the sub- 
ject, freedom of speech, and freedom for 
assembly would be safeguarded, why was not 
an amendment to give these safeguards 
accepted’? He made it clear that the Opposi- 
tion was not standing for the Senate as at 
present coustituted, but for a proper check in 
the interests of the mghts of the citizens. 
The bill was rushed in without consideration, 
warning or thought, with the sole object of 
getting rid of what had been referred to bv 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce as 
the Jamesons and ex-Southern Unionists. 

Mr, CORRY (F.F.. E. Cork) said that it 
was amusing to hear the Opposition so con- 
cerned about the liberty of the subject. While 
they were in office ticket-checkers were being 
pulled off trains and men stopped going to 
work and put in the barracks for hours with- 
out any áin made against them, so that 
they would lose their employment. 


PANICKY MEASURE. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN (U.I., National Univer- 
sity) said that, according to Deputy Corry, 
majority rule ought to be sufficient to remove 
judges because someone had remanded him in 
1926. ‘That was a clear expression of view 
of the back benchers of the Government. It 
was also the front bench view, only they 
would not express it. He did not think that 
the bill had been seriously considered before 
its introduction. It was a panicky, hot-tem- 
pered, bad-tempered measure. There was no 
protection for the inviolability of the home, 
of the person, freedom of sneech, or any of 
the fundamental rights r; the citizen. 

Mr. FITZGERALD (U.1., Carlow-Kilkenny) 
said that the President was creating a situa- 
tion in which he or his successors, without 
hindrance, could abolish these mghts. “The 
President was handing over most dictatorial 
powers to his successors, and the people in 
this country would be greater slaves than the 
people of Russia under the Czars of the past, 


MR. COSGRAVE’S SUGGESTION, 


Mr. COSGRAVE suggested to the Ministry 
that in the future, before introducing a 
measure of this kind, they should examine 
its implications. 

He suggested that the House should not 
be asked to give final reading to the bill now, 
in order to give the Executive Council ‘oppor- 
tunity to consider the whole matter in the 
light of the criticism that had been made. 
He did not think there was ever a measure 
introduced into that House which required 
greater consideration beforehand, but it was 
quite evident on the face of it that it had 
not got that consideration. Could not the 
Executive Council, even at this stage, re- 
consider the whole matter? It was a bill 
for which there was no need just now. The 
previous measure limiting the delaying powers 
of the Senate would become law in due 
course, and he assumed that this measure 
would then be re-introduced, and passed 
through and become law.

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ATTEMPTED MURDER 
CHARGE. 
SUSPECT CHASED BY 
AEROPLANE, 


At Lucan District Court yester lay, before

Road Accidents. 


Seven thousand one hundred persons 
were killed in road accidents last year in 
Great Britain, according to a report just 
issued by the British Ministry of Trans. 
port, This figure represents a daily 
average of nearly twenty deaths, and is a 
heavy price to pay for the benefits of 
mechanical transport. Pedestrians account 
for almost half the deaths, while pedal 
the list with over 2,500 between 
them. The report is very cautious as to 
the cause of these accidents, but it is fairly 
evident from the manner in which the 
figures are presented that carelessness is 
responsible for most of them. We might 
have expected, for example, that such 
factors as bad weather, heavy traffic and 
dificult roads would be mainly to blame 
for the heavy death-roll, but the report 
refutes this theory. Seventy per cent, 
of the fatal accidents took place on straight 
roads, and those which occurred on wide 
thoroughfares were almost double those 
which occurred on narrow ones. There 
were 224 accidents in dense traffic, but 
4.199 in “ very light” traffic; fifteen pe 
cent. in bad " eather, but eighty-five pe) 
cent. in good weather; one-third-in dark 
ness, but two-thirds in daylight. The 
motorist, of course, must not be held en- 
tirely to blame for this condition of affairs. 
Very often responsibility lies with the in- 
attention or carelessness of the pedestrian, 
and the report notes that the greatest 
single cause of accidents was attributed to 
‘* pedestrians running into the roadway. 
It is clear, however, that an almost 
constant vigilance is: necessary, both 
to those who drive along the roads and to 
those who walk there. The British report 
shows shat road accidents generally do not

CASE OF SENATOR MISS 
BROWNE. 


Miss Browne on the 13th 
February intimated to the Clerk. of the 
Senate (Mr. Donal J. O'Sullivan) that 
she desired to introduce two visitors who 
would be wearing blue shirts, and sise“ tú 
ing him to place the matter before the 
Cathaoirleach (Mr, West Bennett), 
asking for his approval, Mr. ‘0 Sullivan 
on the following day saw the Super- 
‘ntendent, who informed him of the 
verbal orders given to him in the previous 
July by the Minister for Defence and the 
Speaker of the Dail (Mr. F. Fahy)

On the 15th July the Chairman gave the 
required permission, which was conveyed 
to Miss Browne, with the requisite cards 
of admission. The Cean Comhairle was 
informed of the action taken. 

‘. the 16th February the Clerk in- 
formed the Superintendent of the 
Oireachtas of the Cathaoirleach’s order. 
The Superintendent informed the Clerk of 
the Dail, who directed him to await in- 
structions from him before doing anything 
definite. The Superintendent stated in his 
evidence that the Clerk of the Dail added 
that, where the Superintendnt was con- 
cerned, the orders of the Clerk of the Dail 
would over-ride all others, whether from 
the Cathaoirleach or the Clerk of the 
Seanad; but this part of the  Super- 
intendent’s evidence is questioned by the 
Clerk of the Dail. 

On the 20th February the Clerk of the 
Dail sent for the Superintendent, and in- 
structed him that persons wearing blue 
shirts were not to be admitted to Leinster 
House, even though they had cards of 
admission to the Seanad. In view of the 
serious position, the Superintendent asked 
for the order to be given to him in writing, 
and the Clerk of the Dail said that he 
would do so; but he did not, in fact, 
do so. 

At 4 p.m. on the same dav (Tuesday, 
20th February) the Cathaoirleach, as a 
matter of courtesy, telephoned to the 
Minister for Justice, whom he then sup- 
posed to be the Minister responsible in 
the matter, and informed him personally 
that he had given instructions 
Senator Miss Browne’s visitors, who would 
be wearing blue uniform shirts, were to be 
admitted. He replied that he would tele 
phone this information to the Minister for 
Defence, who was the appropriate Minister. 
The Minister for Defence subsequently in- 
formed the Cathaoirleach that the Minister 
for Justice had omitted to do so. 


CHAIRMAN’S VERBAL 
INSTRUCTIONS. 


The 2ist February was.the day of meet- 
ing of the Seanad in respect of which the 
tickets had been issued to the visitors. 
At 12.30 p.m. on that day the Superinten- 
dent of the Oireachtas received verbal in- 
structions from the Cathaoirleach that the 
visitors in question, wearing blue shirts, 
were to be admitted to the Seanad Gallery. 
At 12.35 p.m. the Superintendent went to 
the room of the Clerk of the Dail, the 
Ceann Comhairle being also present, and 
stated that he had received strict orders 
from the Cathaoirleach to admit the 
visitors, indicating that he felt bound t 
do so despite orders from anybody to the 
contrary. The Minister for Defence's 
minute of the 20th July was mentioned, 
and the Clerk of the Dail said that the 
military had orders and would stop the 
visitors in any case. The Superintendent 
replied that, so far as he knew, the 
military had no such orders. The Clerk 
of the Dail thereupon requested him to 
verify that, and, if the orders did not 
exist, to acquaint the Minister for Defence 
of all the facts. The Ceann Comhairle 
concurred. 

SUPERINTENDENT'S ACTION 

As instructed by the Clerk of the Dail, 
the Superintendent made inquiries and 
ascertained that there were no suc orders 
on the Guard Orders for Government 
Buildings and Leinster House. He 
accordingly telephoned to the Chief of 
Staff and informed him as follows:— . 

“ (1) I have orders from the Cathaoir- 
leach to admit two Blue Shirts to 
the Seanad to-day. 

I have orders from the Clerk of 
the Dail not to admit them to 
Leinster House. 

I got an order from the Ceann 
Comhairle and the Minister for 
Defence last July not to admit 
Blue Shirts. : 
1 feel bound to obev the Cathaoir- 
leach in this matter. 

I have been directed by the Clerk 
of the Dail and the Ceann 
Comhairle to have the Minister 
for Defence informed that there 
is no trace on Guard Orders for 
Leinster House of the exclusion 
order against Blue Shirts, stated 
by the Minister in his letter to the 
Ceann Comhairle dated the 20th 
July, 1933, to be about to be issued 
to the military. The Ceann 
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I 12.47 p.m. The Chief of Staff tele- 
phoned to the Minister for Defence, who 
gave him the appropriate order for the 
military. The Chief of Staff telephoned 
to the Superintendent of the Oireachtas 
that an order was being issued forthwith 
to the military guard. The Officer of the 
Guard came to the Superintendent five 
minutes later and informed him that he 
had received instructions that no persons 
wearing blue shirts were to be admitted 
to Leinster House. 

Acting under these instructions, the 
military guard prevented the visitors from 
entering, and they went away quietly. 


“A TEST CASE.” 


The evidence of Senator Miss Browne 
raises the question whether her action in 
bringing to Leinster House at a particular 
time on a particular day two persons who 
she knew would be wearing the blue 
uniform shirt of the League of Youth, and 
for whom she had procured tickets of 
admission to the Seanad Gallery, was dic- 
tated by a desire on her part to challenge 
the authority of the Ceann Comhairle and 
the Minister for Defence in issuing orders 
that persons so attired were not to be 
admitted to Leinster House. The Com- 
mittee are of the opinion that her action 


of the League of Youth, and ordinarily 
wears the blue uniform shirt. She was ap- 
parently aware that such orders had been 
issued, and that persons wearing blue 
shirts had been refused admission to the 
Dail pursuant thereto, She knew that the 
decision in such matters lay with the 
Cathaoirleach so far as the Seanad was con- 
cerned, 

‘“It seems to the Committee that 
Senator Miss. Browne’s action, judged in 
the light of the circumstances outlined 
above, was clearly intended to be in the 
nature of a test case. The bringing of a 
test case is, in the circumstances, not only 
a permissible but even a desirable thing to 
do. If the orders made ultra vires by the 
Minister for Defence and the Ceann Com- 
hairle were not challenged in this or some 
other way, but had been enforced indefi- 
nitely, it might ultimately, and with some 
justice, have been urged against the 
Seanad that it had ceded its privileges by 
its own inaction.”’ 


MINISTER’S ATTITUDE, 


The matter was raised in the Senate, and 
the Minister was asked to attend, but 
instead he sent a copy of the letter he had 
sent to the Speaker on 20th July, 1933. 

“The Minister,” the report states, ‘‘ in 
writing to the Cathaoirleach, omitted to 
state that the visitors had been excluded 
by the military acting under direct orders 
only issued by him on that day, with the 
result that the Cathaoirleach and the 
House were misled as to the actual facts 
of the incident. 

‘The only conclusion to be drawn from 
the Minister’s action in sending to the 
Cathaoirleach, without further explana- 
tion, the minute and covering letter 
referred to is that the Minister had issued 
an order to the military in the previous 
July, and that the two visitors, attired 
in blue shirts, who were stopped on the 
21st February at the gate were prevented 
by the military from entering pursuant 
to that order. But on the day on which 
the Minister wrote this letter to the 
Cathaoirleach it had been brought to his 
notice that no such order had, in fact, 
been issued by him to the military; and 
then, and for the first time, he issued an 
order to the military, but for which the 
visitors would, in -fact, have been 
admitted.”’ 

Statements made in the Senate when the 
matter of privilege was discussed are 
quoted in the report, which proceeds :— 

“The Minister, when he made these state- 
ments, must have known (1) that he did not 
give instructions to the military in July, 1933, 
that persons wearing the uniform oí the 
Army Comrades’ Association were to be re- 
fused admittance to Leinster House; (2) that 
he did not inform the Superintendent of the 
Oireachtas that he had issued these instruc- 
tions; and (3) that the persons in respect of 
whom the tickets were issued by the 


Comhairle and the Clerk of the. 


Dail desire to know whether the 
Minister for Defence thinks that 
the military should be given that 
order.”’ 
The evidence of the Superintendent of the 
Oireachtas, in regard to this and other 
matters, vas based on notes made by him 
at the relative times. 
This telephone conversation took place 


— 


Cathaoirleach would have been admitted but 
for the fact that the Minister himself, on the 
day on which the visitors presented them- 
selves for admission, oa orders to be 
issued to the military for the first time that 
persons wearing blue uniform shirts were not 
to be admitted. 

“If the House, acting on the statement 
read by the Minister, had considered it un- 
necessary to proceed with the motion for re- 
ference to the Committee on Procedure and 
Privileges, the actual fact, namely, that the 
only order of the kind given to the military 


| guard was the order given to them about 


1 p.m. on the 21st February, might not have 
been ascertained. 

‘The Minister by his statement in the 
House on the 28th February left the Seanad 
under a complete misapprehension as to the 
actual facts 
_ Having cited various considerations follow- 
ing the statements of the Superintendent, 
the Committee say : 

““AVe are constrained to the opinion that, 
notwithstanding the Minister’s statement, 
eight times repeated, that all the Superin- 
tendent wanted to know was whether the 
Minister’s original order still held good, 
the Minister was fully intormed of the fact 
that the Cathaoirleach had given an order 
to the Superintende +, to admit two visitors 
wearing ioe uniform shirts that afternoon, 
and that the Superintendent felt bound to 
obey that order; and that, in issuing in- 
structions to the military to exclude these 
visitors, the Minister acted in the full know- 
ledge that by so acting he was causing the 
Cathaoirleach’s order to be frustrated. 


THE CLERK OF THE DAIL. 


‘The evidence given to the Committee 
shows clearly that the Clerk of the Dail 
thought fit to intervene in this matter, in 
spite of the fact that he was aware that 
instructions had been issued by the Cathaoir- 
leach that the visitors in question were to be 
admitted. The view taken by the Clerk cf 
the Dail of his powers and duties is 
obviously untenable, and is quite incom- 
patible with the co-equality of the two 
Houses of the Oireachtas under the Con- 
stitution. The Commitee considered it de- 
sirable that the Clerk of the Dail should be 
afforded an opportunity of stating whether 
the evidence constituted a correct, or sub- 
stantially correct, account of what took place, 
and of furnishing any cbservations which. he 
“— see fit to make in regard thereto.” 

‘ws was done through a letter from the 

Clerk of the Senate. The Clerk of the Dail 
(Mr. Colm O Murchadha), in his reply, 
stated :— 
SÍ have received your letter of the llth 
instant, containing what purports to be an 
account of certain conversations which took 
place between Colonel Brennan and myvelf, 
and disclosed by Colonel Brennan in the 
course of his evidence before the Seanad Com- 
mittee on Procedure and Privileges. As ] 
did not make notes of those vonversations 
and as I have not been favoured with a 
transcript of Colonel Brennan’s evidence, 
which you state was based on notes made by 
him at the relative times, I find it quite 
impossible to say whether the third party 
version submitted to me is correct or other- 
wise. I notice, however, the following state. 
ments :— 

“Par, 1.‘ , , , and you thereupon in- 
formed him that where he was concerned your 
orders would override all others, whether 
from the Cathaoirleach or the Clerk of the 
Seanad,’ 

“Par. 2.° , « v that you were the 
person in whom was vested full jurisdiction 
over Leinster House and precincts.’ 

“Par, 4. ‘... and that if any censuring 
was to be done, you yourself were the only 
person who could administer censure to him.’ 

“These statements are manifestly absurd. 

“On the general question of control and 
responsibility, however, I think the matter 
set out in Paragraphs 1 to 4 of your letter 
with the exception of the statements referred 
to above, outlines the position tolerably well. 
If the Committee think it would be of 
assistance, I would be prepared to meet them 
as Civil Service Head of the Oireachtas Staff 
and give them any information they might 
desire.

IFT horses are traditionally immune 
from full veterinary inspection, but 
it is permissible, when they are offered as 
consolation for the loss of trusty steeds, to 
draw attention to the fact that they are 
asthmatic and broken-kneed. Nobody could 
cavil, therefore, at Mr. McGilligan’s 
critical appraisal of the Rosinante upon 
which Mr. de Valera cantered into yester- 
day’s Dail debate on the Senate Bill. 
Having taken away the protection of a 
Second Chamber, Mr. de Valera magnani- 
mously offered in exchange a pair of 
amendments the effect of which will be te 
insert in the Constitution articles pro- 
viding that the Comptroller and Auditor- 
General and the judges shal! not be subject 
to dismissal except by a vote of four- 
sevenths of the total membership of the 


Dail. The opposition accepted the 
amendments without thanks, after Mr. 
McGilligan had pointed out that in 


practice the new articles of the Constitr 
tion will be nugatory. 

If one were less suspicious of anything 
in the guise of compromise that comes 
from the President, one might have been 
misled into accepting his argument that 
this would constitute a genuine curb on 
the future dictatorial powers of the Dail— 
quite apart from the soundness or other- 
wise of his fundamental contention, which 
nobody in the House seems to question, 
that under proportional representation it 
is impossible to contemplate a Dail in 
which any single party would command 
such a majority in itself, 


SIMPLE PROCEDURE, 


Suppose, however, that a Government 
for party reasons should ever find it de- 
sirable, when the safeguard of the Senate 
is gone, to remove the Auditor-General or. 
any or all of the judges, from office, and 
were unable to command the required 
majority in the House. Mr. McGilligan 
told in a few simple words how the diffi- 
culty would be overcome. ‘They would 
proceed, with their ordinary party 
majority, to take the obstructive article 
out of the Constitution, and after that 
their path would be plain sailing. 

Mr. de Valera sat blinking perplexedly 
through his spectacles at the skylight over- 
head as Mr. McGilligan, in the most 
effective speech that has been made on-any 
of the stages of this bill, questioned the 
powers of the Dail to tamper, as it 1s 
doing, with the Constitution. He opened 
up an endless vis‘1 of litigation when he 
pointed out that the Constitution itself 
was drawn up by a Constituent Assembly, 
and, evidently referring to the action of 
his own Government in extending the 
period in which amendments to the Con- 
stiution might be made by simple legisla- 
tion of the Oireac' tas, went on to 
announce that: ‘‘ There may be a case in 
the courts to decide whether certain 
amendments made to that Constitution 
were in accord with that Assembly, and 
whether they were legal.’’ 


LEAVE IT TO THE COURTS. 


Mr. Costello was rather disappointed 
that .[r. McGilligan had introducea this 
knotty point into the Dail. He would 
prefer that it should be left for the lawyers 
to battle over in the courts. So, as far 
as could be gleaned, did Mr. Conor 
Maguire, who rose and murmured a few 
sentences which were almost inaudible, 
but which appeared to be an expression 
of the opinion that ‘‘ the courts will deal 
with it.” 

This “ leave-it-to-the-courts ’’ complex, 
of course, is not to be found in Mr. de 
Valera, whose trend of thought is well 
known to be in precisely the reverse direc- 
tion. His reply was an implicit assertion 
of his belief in the sovereignty of tem- 
porary majorities, and when Mr. McGilli- 
gan displayed amusement at the tangle in 
which the President found himself, Mr. 
de Valera fell back on an offer to with 
draw the amendment. As this ingenious 
suggestion, while it might not have done 
the Constitution much harm, certainiy 
offered no improvement, the Opposition 
did not respond. 

A more useful gesture would have been 
for the Government to accept the amend- 
ment which Mr. Costello had moved earlier 
in the debate to fortify the Constitution 
by providing that amendments to the Con 
sitution should not become operative unti! 
after the next general election ensuing 
on their enactment. The Government de 
feated this, and finally passed the Report 
stage with no further amendment than 
that initiated by the President.

BUDGET RESOLUTIONS. 


Another major. division during the day 
was that on the financial resolutions 
arising out of the Budget. These were 
passed after a further ninety minutes of 
oratory from Mr. MackKntee, who was 
continuing his winding-up speech from 
the previous night. 

The Minister spoke with an air of weari- 
ness and strain, but he came out vigorous'y 
in certain denunciatory passages, as when 
he warned defaulting annuitants that the 
time would come when, if they persisted 
in their attitude, they would be asked 
“not to pay their annuities, but to give up 
their land,” and when he dealt with the 
last National Loan. 

His features blazed with anger when he 
suggested that General O’Duffy had done 
everything in his power to destroy the 
credit of the State and create public un- 
easiness as to the management of its re- 
sources, and at a later stage of his speech 
he accused the United Ireland Party 
leader of having forced the Government to 
close the list by publicly suggesting that 
the £6,000,000 would be devoted to 
‘ political bribes.”’ 


* SUCCESS OF THE LOAN, 


“We decided that, in the national 
interest, it was better that we should close 
the list and not allow uneasiness in the 
minds of the small investors to be 
created,” he declared. Even so, he con- 
tended, the Loan had been no less success- 
ful than its predecessor, and to support 
the contention he alleged that, despite the 
denials of the Opposition, the Third Loan 
had been taken up by the underwriters, 

There was much in the speech about 
relations with Great Britain, though, as 
Mr. MacDermot pointed out, the Minister’s 
two references to the subject contained 
contradictory arguments. On the one 
hand, we have his assurance that Britain 
will ultimately come to heel, because “ we 
have trade advantages to offer her which 
the other Dominions have not,” and 
because of the material assistance which 
the Free State could supply to her in times 
of national crisis. 

Later we had his argument that the 
other Dominions are having to reorganise 
their agriculture to meet the changed con- 
ditions of the British market, and that 
“the only difference between them and us 
is that, while they have not started to do 
it, we began to do it two years ago and 
are nearly at the end of our job.” How 
happy Mr. MacEntee might have been with 
either were t’other argument away

REPLY TO MR.

FIGURES OF CHAMBERS 
OF COMMERCE. 
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“ITHE monthly meeting of the Executive 
Council of the Association of 
Chambers of Commerce of the Irish Free 
State was held yesterday, Mr. E. Steven- 
son, of Limerick, President, presiding. 

When considering the Budget Mr. 
Stevenson said that delegates would, no 
doubt, have noticed that the Free State 
Minister for Finance, in his Budget 
speech, had referred to the Association’s 
choice of 1950-31 as a base year for pur- 
poses of comparison, and said “ if the 
real purpose of the memorandum was to 
compare our record as administrators with 
that of our predecessors, then we should 
remember that they did not relinquish 
office until the 9th March, 1932.’’ 

The Association was not concerned with 
political parties. Therefore, when chosing 
a base year for calculations, preference 
would naturally be given to one not 
coincident with the accession of any par- 
ticular administration. 

The Minister questioned the manner in 
which the Association’s figures were pre- 
sented, and stated that they constituted 
a misleading comparison. : 

“I do not think,’’ Mr. Stevenson said, 
“ that anyone reading the Association’s 
statement could possibly have been mis- 
led in the manner suggested by the 
Minister. The Association compared the 
figure published in the finance. accounts 
for the capital liabilities on 31st March, 
1931, with the similar figure for 1933, 
adding for 1934 the Fourth Loan and the 
liability incurred by halving the annuities, 
and stated that this made a sum in the 
neighbourhood of £49,200,000 on the 31st 
March, 1934, as against £29,313,302 in 
1931, an increase of 68 per cent. in four 
years. That is a clear statement. 

“No attempt was made by the Associa- 
tion to make any comparison of the public 
debt such as was made by the Minister jn 
his Budget speech.” 

The Secretary was directed to circulate. 
for the information of the members of the 
Councils of the Chambers, an analysis of 
the Budget, a statement of the debt pos’. 
tion taken from the Budget speech, a 


memorandum on the Budget speech, and a ' 


statement reconciling the Association’s 
figures with those of the Minister.

COATS BONUS 
INCREASED. 


PROFITS . £317,485 
HIGHER. 
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HE great Paisley thread firm of 

Messrs. J. and P. Coats issued their 

preliminary figures yesterday. They are 
most satisfactory. 

The bonus is increased to 9d. per £1 unit 
of stock, making the full return for the 
year 13} per cent., against 124 per cent. 
in 1932 and 10 per cent. in 1931. A better 
idea of the progress recently made may be 
yained from the statement of the fact that 
the 10 per cent. of 1931 was only paid 
after . transferring £300,000 from the 
dividend reserve fund. 

The profit at £2,574,894 shows an in 
crease of £317,485 over 1932; £50,000 is 
placed to reserve, as compared with 
£50,000 to exchange differences reserve last 
year, and the carry forward is £382,823, 
against £216,563 brought in. 

An item new to the accounts is a transfer 
of £600,000 from the War Contingencies 
Fund to the General Reserve. The War 
Contingencies Fund, which will then stand 


at £2.400,000, has been renamed the 
Russian Investment Reserve. 
The General Reserve Fund stands at 


£950,000, after the transfer. 

The net liquid assets of the company at 
the close of 1932 amounted to £9,361,000, 
and the 1933 figures should show this total 
as close upon the ten million mark.

THE WHEAT PLAN.

In a leading article to-day The Times 
observes:—The failure of the Wheat 
Advisory. Committee to reach agreement 
owing to the opposition of the Argentine 
Republic on the minimam price plan 
adopted at the Rome Conference, raises a 


problem of incalculable consequence to the | 


whole world. Wheat is the basic com- 
modity of the agricultural industries in 
almost every portion of the globe. Unless 
something can be done to ‘improve the 
position of the wheat farmer in the prin- 
cipal exporting countries, there can be 
little prospect of any substantial recovery 
of world ‘prosperity. 

After referring to the situation which 
induced the Wheat Advisory Committee, 
at a conference held in Rome early in 
April, to adopt, among other proposals, 
the plan for minimum prices, which has 
just broken down, The Times proceeds : — 
The opposition by Argentina to the 
scheme was due to the fact that last year’s 
crop had proved even more abundant than 
had been expected. The Argentine Govern- 
ment consequently found themselves faced 
with an embarrassing glut and a heavy 
pressure to sell, which momentarily, at 
any rate, rendered adherence to the agree- 
ment unattractive, and without their con- 
sent no minimum price scheme could be 
further entertained by the other. exporting 
countries. The Advisory Committee has 
consequently been faced with the task of 
devising an alternative arrangement, 
which will take some account of 
Argentina’s peculiar difficulties without 
injuring the legitimate interests of the 
other exporting countries, and a sub-com- 
mittee has been appointed, and has been 
meeting all this week in London, under 
the chairmanship of Mr. J. V. A. 


MacMurray, the United States Minister | 


to the Baltic States, with this object in 
view. 

Meanwhile, adds The Times, it is 
essential that the measures of co-operation 
envisaged in the wheat agreement shoul’ 
be observed as strictly as possible. Not 
only should the total export quotas not 
be exceeded, but prompt measures should 
also be taken, wherever possible, to adjust 
the production of the chief exporting 
countries to world demand, either by a 
direct reduction of acreage under cultiva- 
tion or by the abandonment of the 
artificial stimulus to production entailed 
by the maintenance of differential prices 
in the home markets.

OMMODORE GEORGE POND and 
Lieutenant Cesare Sabelli gave a 


broadcast description of their recent trans. 
Atlantic flight from 2RN last night. Mr. 
Orr Denby, American Chargé d’Affaires, 
who is their host while in Dublin, was 
present in the studio during the broad- 
cast. 

The broadcast was arranged through the 
courtesy of the Irish Hospitals’ Trust by 
the Columbia. broadcasting system of 
America. 

Commodore Pond, along with his com- 
panion, Lieutenant Cesare Sabelli, was 
introduced to listeners by Mr. Seamus 
Clandillon, Director of Broadcasting. 

Commodore Pond described the flight 
and the weather encountered since he and 
his companion left New York at 7.25 a.m. 
on May 14th until they landed in County 
Clare. They flew a total of thirty-one 
hours. About five hundred miles off the 
Irish coast. they developed engine trouble, 
due to the fact that their tail-load was 
excessive. They found, just in the vicinity 
of the Grand Banks, that they were unable 
to get ‘‘gas’’ from their main fuselage 
tank. They had 150 gallons. The load 
was getting lighter all the time in the 
front of the ship, but they had an ex- 
cessive load in the rear, and, instead of 
cruising at the rate of 120 to 130 m.p.h., 
they were only making 865. 

CUTTING INTO THE TANIS, 

They decided that they could not go back 
to Newfoundland. With the limited equip- 
ment which they had, which included a 
hammer, a pair of pliers and a hack-saw, 
Lieutenant Sabelli started to work, and 
in a short time had hacked away through 
the top of the tank, reached into the 
gasoline, and punched holes which per- 
mitted the fuel to run from the rear into 
the empty front tank, thus equalising: the 
load. But the damage had been done by 
this time. Heavy clouds of smoke com- 
menced to come out round the stern of the 
engine. He knew something very serious 
had occurred, and they got ready to come 
down as quickly as possible. He proceeded 
to say that they had been fiving in 
storm conditions, and had neither 
sky nor Jand, with the exception of 
a brief glimpse of St. John’s and 
Harbour Grace, Newfoundland. Over the 
Grand Banks for a few moments they saw 
the surface of the ocean from about. five 
thousand feet, looking like a great, black 
wall, almost solid. He found finally that 
they were unable to get any more altitude, 
and there was nothing for it but to turn 
back or goon. They decided to go ahead. 
From that time on fer twenty-three hours 
they saw neither sky, land, sea nor any- 
thing else. It was raining during three- 
quarters of the time. They could see 
nothing but the gvroscopic instruments 
aboard, and it was only through these that 
they were able to continue the flight. It 
was the first flight ever sponsored by the 
United States Government and approved 
by that Government after an examina- 
tion of the crew under the new laws re- 
cently passed, 


FLEW BY INSTRUMENTS 
ONLY, 


They flew entirely by the instruments 
all the time. Describing the latter part of 
the flight, Commodore Pond said that they 
saw nothing but clouds and rain during 
that time until they approached the Irish 
coast. When the trouble developed with 
the engine they decided to head due east 
and make for land, because it was obvious 
they could not get to Rome. They would 
not have had “ gas’’ enough. “When the 


seen 


engine trouble developed,’’ remarked Com- | 


modore Pond, ‘‘it was a question of 
vetting on something solid anywhere. We 


would have had very little chance of being | 


picked up if we went down.” The chances 
were that the aeroplane would not have 
stayed on the surface for more than a 
few minutes. They were fully expecting 
for the last two hours that the end might 
come any moment. They never hoped 
that they would get through. They dis- 
covered during that period that some of 
those who had helped to load their ship 
at New York had put in canteens all right, 
but had forgot to put in the water. They 
had a little food left. Sabelli ‘‘ spoiled ’’ 
one good chicken-leg and a little good 
wine. He (Commodore Pond) had some 
fruit-juice, the half of a sandwich, and 
one American grape-fruit in thirty-one 
hours. After that they headed for land. 
Concluding, Commodore Pond said: “ We 
saw the westward end of the Aran Islands, 
and no land ever looked greener or better 
to us than this tip of land.’’

"T"HE General Synod of the Church of 
Ireland resumed its sittings in the 
Synod Hall, Christchurch place, Dublin, 
yesterday morning. The Most Rev. Dr, 
D’Arcy, Primate of All Ireland, presided, 
and there was a splendid attendance of lay 
and clerical members. ! 
The Primate said that he wanted to. 
correct an omission in his opening address. 
He felt that he should have referred to 
Bishop White, who filled the See of Lime- 
rick for so many years with such great 
advantage to the Church of Ireland. .-He 
was beloved by all who knew him, and 
shed lustre on the Church of Ireland. 
They were all glad to know that he was 1p 
voad health, and they hoped that he would 
long remain so. 
The President then paid a tribute to the 
new Bishop of Limerick, Dr. King Irwin, 
formerly Archdeacon of Armagh. 


FINANCE. 


Professor W. E. Thrift, S.F., T.C.D., 
Hon. Treasurer, was applauded as he rose 
to make the annual financial statement. 
He said:—As I look back on the vear 
which has elapsed since the last Synod, 
the general impression is produced on my 
mind that, financially, for the Representa- 
tive Church Body and its Finance Com- 
mittee, it has been a year of patient and 


anxious work on details, rather than a 
year of sensational incidents. 
As I stated last year, we were then 


faced with the prospect of falling revenue, 
and with the problem of how to stabilise 
the income of the Church at as high a 
level as possible, consistently with the 
maintenance of a high standard of secu- 


rity. We realised that a period of cheap 
money had set in, and that disastrous 
results would ensue 1f we were to wait 


till the redemption date of short-dated 
securities arrived before we took action. 
Our forecasts have been verified—perhaps 
more than verified—for the trend of the 
money market throughout the year has 
been towards still cheaper money, despite 
the trade improvement that has occurred ; 
and to-day the indications are that this 
trend will continue. For us this implies a 
tendency towards a further revenue fall, 
and one of the most serious features of the 
position, for us and trustees like us, is 
that such fall will not, in general, be of 
a temporary kind. Dearer money will not 
lead to an upward trend in that revenue. 
Further conversion to a lower level may 
occur, but a rise in the rates of interest 
will not enable the yield from the capital 
sunk in that stock to be increased. Such 
rise wouid produce a corresponding de- 
crease in the price for which the stock 
could be sold, and therefore no appreciable 
increase in revenue would be gained by a 
transfer to a security of similar kind, 
though bearing interest nominally at a 
higher rate. Capital increases may occur, 
but, as has so often been pointed out here, 
capital increases that produce no increased 
revenue are of no real advantage to us. 


CAPITAL ACCOUNTS. 


You will find that the capital accounts, 


exclusive of investments reserve, amount 
to £10,669,720, being an increase of 
£47,208. In the table: of changes in 


capital accounts the increase in diocesan 
stipend funds is shown at £6,501, of which 
£2,888 is a transfer from commutation 
monies. 

Diocesan general funds show an increase 
of £4,466, and again the largest increase 
is in parochial - endowments, which 
amounts to £27,978. This sum is wholly 
made up from legacies, benefactions and 
donations, and is an excellent testimony 
the lovalty of the members of the 
Church of Ireland. 

The only other important increase is in 


to 


the Church of Ireland Auxiliary Fund, 
amounting to £20,000. This is not an 


| increase of the capital of the Church, but 


merely a transfer from the Central Church 


Fund capital, with which I shall deal 

later, 

TEN AND A HALF MILLIONS. 
If you turn to the balance sheet you 


will find under capital accounts that the 
commutation capital is now reduced to 
£3,639, and the interest on this is required 
to pay the last Irish Church Act annuity. 
It will be noticed that of the total capital 
accounts of something over ten and a half 
millions, the Diocesan and _ Parochial 
Funds are almost £7,800,000. These 
funds, as has already been explained on 
many occasions in this Synod, are the 
main funds which provide the stipends of 
the clergy. I do not think that they re- 
quire any detailed explanation, as they 
are probably more or less understood by 
all members of this Synod. 


CLERGY SUPERANNUATION 


FUND, 


I drew special attention last year to

great caution has to be exercised in the 
extension of its liabilities. 

Sometimes, I fear, permission to retire 
has to be withheld for a longer period 
than is beneficial to the interests of both 
clergymen and people. The Church of 
Ireland pay their clergymen a higher re-

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KEneland, or any of the Churches in the 
Dominions, though I do not think anyone 
ill be found to say that the rates are 
extravagantly high.

The amount which we show at the foot of 
allocation account is about £6,000 less than 
in 1932, and in consequence it has been neces- 
sary to make large deductions in the grants 
hitherto recommended to the General Synod. 
Up to a few years ago the income of the 
auxiliary fund was brought into allocation 
account, but you will remember that in 
accordance with counsel’s opinion this fund 
lad to be treated as a separate fund abso- 
lutely at the disposal of the Representative 
Church Body. It has been the policy of the 
Representative Body to use the income or 
this fund as far as possible for the same pur- 
poses as that to which the income had been 
applied when it formed part of the balance 
at foot of allocation account, and, therefore, 
allocated by the General Synod. 


WIDOWS AND ORPHANS. 


The reductions which have been made in 
the grants from the auxiliary fund and 
allocation account are, of course, serious; but 
we have no alternative, and we must cut our 
coat according to our cloth. It is regrettable 
that we have had to reduce the grant for 
augmentation of the annuities for widows and 
orphans by £500. I must here mention. 
though very briefly, that the archbishops and 
bishops have very generously come forward 
and voluntarily contributed £500 to restore 
the amount available for distribution to 
£3,000, and, therefore, the widows and 
eo will not suffer in the year 1934. 

‘ou will find on Page 24 a statement with 
reference to the Church of Ireland Auxiliary 
Fund. The first paragraph explains that, in 
accordance with legal advice, the Representa- 
tive Body had decided to take back from the 
capital of the Central Church Fund to the

HE-ANVESTMENTS. 


The sum of money which had been in. 
vested or re-invested during the year 
amounted to approximately £1,600,000. <A 
very large portion of this sum is re-invested 
money ; and it will give you some idea as to 
the anxieties which are felt by those respon- 
sible for the funds of the Church of Treland 
when they find it necessary to make such 
considerable changes in the investments in 
one year. We are in constant communication 
with our London advisers, and they are still 
of the opinion that money is going to remain 
cheap for some considerable time. This 
opinion was clearly proved by the recent 
issue by the British Government of 
£150,000,000 3 per cent. Conversion Stock, 
the application lists for which only remained 
open about one hour. The question of ob- | 
taining investments which will produce a 
good yield in income, and at the same time 
give the security which we require, is 
becoming more difficult from day to day. 
The Representative Body had no alternative, 
therefore, but to reduce the current rate of 
interest which they allowed on all additions 
to capital from the Ist January this year to 
three per cent. 


BELFAST CHURCH- 
BUILDING. 


In the report you will find the final state- 
ment dealing with the building of churches 
in Belfast. The General Synod of 1928 
authorised an advance of £50,000 for this 
purpose, and in 1931 the amount was in- 
creased to £75,000. Nine churches have 
been completed, at a total cost to the Church 
funds of £58,265. The difference between 
this sum and the cost of the building of the 
churches has been provided out of diocesan 
funds and from parochial contributions. 

The Belfast Additional Churches Act, 
1928, automatically expires at this Synod, 
and, therefore, no further money will be 
required for any further new churches in 
Belfast. The Diocesan Council of Down and 
Connor and Dromore. are now seeking aid 
for the building of parochial halls. We are 
not in a financial poaiféon at the moment 
either to graat money for this purpose or 
even to lend it, except on the basis of a fair 
return of interest. A commission was ap- 
pointed by the Representative Body to 
examine the question, and that Commission 
has visited Belfast, and reported that they 
ave quite satisfied as to the necessity for 
parochial hall accommodation. ‘They are at 
present in negotiation on the question of the 
interest on any loans that may be made, and 
the security that might be offered for such 
loans. 

Having referred to the great debt of obliga 

tion to the Legal Committee, Mr. Thrift paid 
Iribúte to the zeal and efficiency of the office 
staff, and, in conclusion, said: Further general 
recognition by the laymen of the Church of 
their responsibilities 1s an indication of the 
hold of the Church upon them, and of the 
depth: and intensity of their spiritual life. 
Will you pardon me if I add a few words of 
a different type? Materially, we look back 
upon a year: of general anxiety, of trial and 
depression in all directions. In many of the 
parishes of Belfast, crowded with our working 
people, unemployment has been extensive—a 
trial of the severest kind to faith and 
character. Despite these conditions, it 1s 
striking evidence to the loyalty and spiritual 
life of our laymen that we thankfully point 
to the amount which has been contributed 
through the dioceses for ntact MH and 
augmentation as being up to the level of last 
year, except for a trifle over £2,000. 
” Let us face the future with courage, faith 
and hope. There are am of improvement 
in the unemployment conditions in the North 
—indeed the improvement has commenced, | 
and we trust that only the beginning of the 
improvement has come, As yet we may see 
no signs of any rift in the dark clouds that 
overhang the agricultural community, but we 
have every reason to be confident in the 
devotion of our people, and their determina- 
tion to “carry on.” Let us help them to the 
best of our ability with our material help 
where most needed, and where possible, but 
above all by our sympathy and fellow-feeling. 
Most important of all, let us prove that we 
ure more than fair-weather Christians: that 
we believe in God in times of tribulation 
as well as in times of prosperity, and that 
He will deliver us. (Applause.) 


PROBLEM OF INVEST- 
MENT. 


REDUCTION OF INCOME 
UNAVOIDABLE, 


Mr. E. Clive Brooks, seconding that the 
report be taken for consideration, said he felt 
it was his duty to impress on the Synod that 
the present financial conditions had made 
the problem of investment very difficult, A 
great deal of time had been given by the 
Finance Committee to the whole question of 
the invested funds of the Church, and they 
were satisfied that the reduction in income 
was unavoidable. Since the conversion of 
5 per cent War Loan to 34 per cent. they 
had entered on a period of cheap money. 
That had induced some borrowers to pay off 
loans at high rates of interest, and to invite 
the lenders to re-invest their money at much 
lower rates. They were, therefore, of opinion 
that a further reduction might take place.

THE MISSIONARY COUNCIL. 


The Dean of Cork, proposing the adoption 
of the report of the Missionary Council, said 
that £69,000 went out of Ireland every year 
for the Church’s work in foreign lands. 
Missionary work was the greatest work in 
the world. The £69.000, he added, repre- 
sented about 2s, 10id. a head for their 
Church population. Some people gave 
generously; some gave nothing. He spoke 
of the great interest that the late Bishop 
Dowse took in missionary work. 

Lord Fartiham, seconding, said that peonle 
who had -lived abroad sometimes  dis- 
approved of missionary work, and said that 
they had met converted heathens who were 
greater scoundrels after conversion than 
before conversion. These critics should re- 
member that the scoundrels often made them- 
selves most noticeable, and the sincere 
Christians were ignored. Even home 
there were many scoundrels. 

The Bishop of Ossory (Dr. Day) said that 
the Missionary Council was anxious to have | 
three or four lectures, by some great 
missionary, given to divinity students in 
Trinity College each week. This would cost 
only about £30 a year, 

The report was adopted. 

Major-General Sir George Franks, K.C.B., 
moved a resolution: ‘‘ That it be an instruc- 
tion to the Missionary Council to arrange for 
the election of a representative of the Mission 
to Seamen on the Missionary Council,” 

Vice-Admiral Craig Waller seconded 
resolution, which was adopted. 


TEMPERANCE WORK.

The Dean of Belfast moved the reception 
of the Church of Ireland Temperance 
Society’s report. He referred to the very 
hig decrease in the public’s annual expend- 
ture on drink, and said that in Belfast gamb- 
ling was now a greater evil than drunken- 
ness. The drink bill in the Free State was 
down by £377,000, while in the North of 
Ireland the bill was reduced from £7,500,000 
to £3,000,000. 

The Rev. W. E. Kenny, B.D., said that 
the Brewers’ Society was initiating a cam- 
paign to induce. people to drink more beer 
and forward the cause of intemperance. They 
Should have every man, woman and child 
organised on the side of temperance. 

Any State, he added, was more blessed 
without revenue from drink than with it. 


One of the things that should not be allowed | 


in a Christian country was the opening of 
public-houses on Sundays. 

The report, which was adopted, stated 
that drinking among women was on the 
increase, 

WIDOWS’ AND ORPHANS’ 

FUND. 

The report of the Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Fund Board was received and adopted, It 
was presented by Mr. John Garvey, and it 
showed that during the year 1933 there were 
1,227 contributors to the fund. 

When the Synod earlier in the day passed 
the resolution authorising the Representative 
Church Body to distribute £500 among 
widows and dependents of non-contributors to 
the fund, an appeal had been made for a 
special grant out of this sum to the widow 
of a minister, who, the speaker said, had 
during his ministry been compelled to leave 
the country and had died in England. It was 
pointed out that there was no authority to 
do this. 


THE CHURCH AND WAR. 

The Right Rev. Dr. McNiece (Bishop of 
Cashel) moved that the report of the com- 
mittee appointed to co-operate wth the com- 
mittee appointed by the General Assembly of 
the Presbyterian Church in Ireland, including 
the findings of the conference to seek a 
common expression of the mind of. Christ 
towards war, be commended and. adopted. 
Referring to social conditions, he spoke of a 
case which, he said, had come to the notice 
of Miss 8, C. Harrison, a Dublin social 
worker. The case was one in which a Dublin 
family of seven persons, after deduction of 
the cost of rent, coal and light, were left 
with lid. per day per head for food. 

Mr. F. B Barton seconded the adoption 
of the report.

THE NORTH. 


CRITICISM IN 
PARLIAMENT. 


From Our Own CORRESPONDENT, 


BELFAST, Vhursday. 
EFERENCES to what was described as 
the serious financial position of 

Northern Ireland were made to-day in 
the Northern Parliament during the debate 
on the Budget. 

Mr. J. W. Nixon (Ind. Unionist), sfter 
congratulating the Mintster of Finance upon 
his health, added that he would like also to 
congratalate him upon his nerve. It took 
some nerve, he said, for the Minister of 
Finance “to stand in that House and impose 
on the loyal people of Ulster the highest 
taxes in the world. 

Moving an amendment to reduce the motor 
car dsiy to 15s. per unit of horse-power, 
as in Great Britain, Me. Nixon said that it 
was evident that the step-by-step policy with 
Great Britain had gone tor ever. 

The Minister of Finance pointed out that 
there was never a step-by-step policy 
in regard to motor duties. To reduce 
the motor duty as proposed in the amend- 
ment would throw an extra charge upon 
the ratepayers by depleting the. Road Fund. 

The amendment was defeated by twenty- 
three votes to seven. 

Mr. H. Midgley hare yea said that when 
the Colwyn Committee to adjust the financial 
relations was set up, one of its decisions was 
that any surplus which should accrue te 
Northern Ireland should go to the British 
Government in the form of an imperial 
contribution, but no recommendation was put 
forward regarding what should be the 
position in the event of a deficit, 
Apparently, the position was to be that any 
surplus should go to the imperial authorities, 
but if there was a deficit they had to find 
it out of their own resources. 


LOAN GUARANTEES. 


He asked the Minister to tell the Heuse 
just exactly how they were involved in re- 
gard to loan guarantees, because :t had been 
tlleged that the shipping company had de- 
faulted in this connection, involving the 
Government in a loss of one million pounds. 

Mr. R; N. MeNeill (Ind. Unionist) said 
that last year the Minister had to meet a 
deficit of £347,000 by drawing upon reserves, 
and this year he had to meet £289,000, and 
to the consternation of public authorities he 
had thrown upon them portion of the cost of 
education. Year by year Northern Ireland’s 
sources of revenue were drying up. 

The Minister of Finance—Not permanently, 
I hope. : 

Proceeding Mr. McNeill said that in 1926 
they received £900,000 from Great Britain 
under the parity arrangement for the Unem- 
ployment Fund, and £470,000 in 1929. Last 
year they received nothing, although they 
expected £87,000, and this year they would 
get nothing. They should devise some means 
to meet this loss, if they were to provide 
for. the unemployed from. the resources of 
Northern lreland. There was something 
radically wrong with the whole financial 
basis of Northern Ireland, if a reduction of 
6d. in the income tax by the Imperial 
Chancellor of the Exchequer involved a loss 
of £200,000 in Northern Ireland’s finances. 

The Minister of Finance, replying, said 
that a fixed imperial contribution would be 
opposed to the best interests of Northern Ilre- 
land, and on many occasions would be unjust 
and unfair, ‘lo assume that the province was 
down and out was absurd. 

Mr. Pollock, referring to loans guarantees, 
denied that these were going to prove a 
liability on the province. 

The Budget resolutions were passed, and 
the House adjourned until next Tuesday,

R. J. O'C. DONELAN, Resident Medical 
1) Superintendent to the Grangegorman

TRAFFIC ARRANGEMENTS

OPERATING SURPLUS OF 
NEARLY £60,000.

A total turnover of £4,411,668 and an 
operating surplus of £59,696 on the working 
of the totalisator on racecourses in England 
during 1933 are shown in the fifth annual 
report and accounts of the Racecourse Betting 
Control Board for the twelve months ended 


December 3lst last, which were issued 
officially last night. 

The turnover represents an increase of 
£394,089 over 1932. and the increase in 


operating surplus amounts to £37,422. 

From the surplus grants amounting to 
£9,841 have been made with the approval of 
the Home Secretary for purposes defined in 
the Racecourse Betting Act of 1928, these grants 
including £2,000 to the Hunters’ Improve- 
ment and National Light Horse Breeding 
Society for thoroughbred stallion premiums 
to be awarded in 1934; £4,083 to promoters 
of point-to-point meetings for improvements 
at these meetings; £3,758 to owners of pony 
racecourses and the Pony Turf Club for 
improvements in pony racing. 

The balance has been applied as to £24,497 
in liquidation of the adverse balance brought 
forward from 1932, and as to £25.358 in 
reduction of redundant assets account. 

Changes connected with the staff organisa- 
tion are expected to result in further sub- 
stantial savings in working expenses in 1934. 

A comparison is given between the tote 
and starting price returns on the basis of a 
£1 stake on every winning horse, which 
shows that during the year the tote prices 
would have produced a return of £20,291 to 
the hacker as compared with a return of 
£14,528 which would have been realised at 
starting price.

The four British Rugby Unions, in their reply 
to the French Federation, have decided that the 
time is not yet ripe for a resumption of inter- 
national matches with France. <A translation of 
an extract of the letter just received by the French 
Federation read: “If your Federation has done 
much for the recovery @f Rugby, we consider it has 
not vet done sufficient. As long as Rugby as 
practised in France is net played in the right spirit 
and in accordance with the traditions of the game 
long aga laid down by the home Unions, and, above 
all, as long as the present system of competition 
exists in France, it will not be possible to consider 
arranging of international or inter-club 


matches.’ ' 

This negative reply has caused much disappoint- 
ment in. France. ‘‘ A masterly slap in the face” 
is the comment of the Paris Soir. “It is a slan 


which we might have expected, a slap which ruins 
our ambitions, our reputation, and the prestige of 
French sport: for the reply is negative and taken 
unanimously by all four of the home Unions.” 

Dantou, President of the French Federation, 
who was a member of the delegation which recently 
visited London, expressing his personal opmion, 
said: “I consider that we have no lessons or 
surgestions to receive from the British Unions. 
We have done without them for three years, and 
we shall continue to do without them in the future. 
As for suppressing ecompetitions—i.e., the French 
Championship—I reply, speaking for myself, that 
this is our business.”
